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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 29 May 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent 6,999,584 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6 - 13, 33, 34, 38-41, and 47-55 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 33 and 47 have been amended to include previously indicated 
allowable subject matter. Yokozawa and Allen (considered to be the closest prior art) 
disclose most of the limitations of claims 1 , 33 and 47. As to claim 1 , while known in the 
art, adding remote control circuitry and passing to the combination would serve no 
purpose. The combination is a somewhat basic device and adding these features, while 
known in the art, would not have been known without the aid of Applicant's specification.

As to claims 33 and 47, a high pass filtering module, gain module, and data 
extraction circuit are non components in the art. However, adding these features to the 
existing elements Yokozawa and Allen would not have been obvious. Again, the 
combination is somewhat simplistic and adding these other devices would not have 
been known without the hindsight aid of Applicant's disclosure.
